A  iffoiiiiMieiif  to  the  Future 

On  tlif  suininit  of  an  impressive  hill  in  tin-  wcirld  of  tcmuirrow  stands  a  vast,  ini- 
posinj;  nionunient  to  the  future.  It  is  a  memorial  to  the  graduating  class  of  19:38. 
The  foundation  of  the  great  edifice  is  made  up  of  the  many  values  of  the  class  such 
as  the  untiring  efforts,  the  insatiable  thirst  for  knowledge,  an  unending  quest  for  the 
truth,  the  ever  ]iresent  traits  of  honesty,  an  inmiortal  eliaraetcr.  unfailing  depend- 
ahility.   iiisi)iring  amliition.  and   a   Ni)iritual   faith   always. 

During  tlie  years,  each  member  of  tlie  class  of  1938  has  helped  to  build  this 
niDinniuiit  by  their  achievements  and  loyalty.  The  first  four  stones  that  were 
jjlaeed  on  the  foundation  are  made  by  the  overcoming  of  the  trials  and  temptations 
that  were  encountered  by  the  college  students  during  their  freshman,  sophomore, 
junior  and  senior  years.  These  four  years  proved  to  be  a  trying  ordeal  for  those 
who  didn't  enter  college.  They  encountered  many  problems ;  however,  the  members 
of  the  class  proved  their  unfailing  loyalty  to  themselves  and  the  class  by  conquering 
these  hardships  and  adding  to  the  monument  four  stones  of  success. 

Searching  for  work,  reviewing  their  past,  and  relating  their  achievements  added 
two  more  stones  to  our  shrine  which  showed  success,  as  the  class  had  a  successful 
start  in  life. 

The  enjoyment  of  life  which  includes  the  end 
niatrlMKuiial  life,  financial  success,  and  social 
wliich   nearly  completes  this  edifice. 

The  foremost  stones  are  completed  by  happi: 
of  business,  and  a  satisfaction  with  one's  self. 

The  class  of  1938  is  proud  of  this  imposing  structure  and  they  feel  that  in  the 
world  of  today  their  tasks  and  ideals  have  just  begun.  In  future  years  this 
monument  will  tower  above  all  others  in  character  and  success,  thus  making  Rocky 
Mount  High  School  very  proud  of  the  class  of  1938  as  a  whole  and  individually. 

Frances    Daughtridge, 
Hilda   Harper, 
SXEAD   Low. 
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became  immersed  in  the  varied  activities  of  its  alma  mater.  As  it  assumed  a  more 
dignified  manner  additional  fields  were  opened  to  it.  The  cocoon  now  was  a  leader, 
not  a  follower,  takinfr  an  active  part  in  student  government  and  The  Blackbird, 
both  ol  wiiieli  wire  ri\  i\  cal  after  several  years.  Mr.  I.  E.  Ready  filled  Mr.  .'^imj)- 
sous  pl.iei-  .IS  priiuipal.  .and  Frances  Dauglitridge  assumed  leadership.  The  ))upa 
sought  tr.aiiiiiig  in  dr.aniatics  .and  journalisui  .and  took  ;i  more  vital  interest  in 
athletics.  It  settled  down  to  work  and  i.laerd  its  talents  at  the  disposal  of  the 
te.aehers.  It  lue.aine  ent.inglrd  in  the  web  of  kiiowh  ilge  .and  sought  broader  branches 
fen-  its  thought  and  research. 

The  cocoon  steadily  built  around  itself  a  wall  of  knowledge  and  nestled  more 
closely  in  the  heart  of  the  school.  It  no  longer  was  appalled  by  this  business  of 
education  but  rather  worked  itself  up  to  the  point  of  taking  over  responsibilities. 
It  excelled  in  journalism;  it  was  outstanding  in  dramatics;  it  became  well  known 
in  the  field  of  sports.  This  year  the  twelfth  grade  was  added  to  the  curriculum  and 
R.M.H.S.  was  judged  one  of  the  three  I-AAA  school  in  North  Carolina.  Plans  for 
the  gymnasium  and  new  rooms  were  getting  underway,  and  the  cocoon  acted  very 
enlivened  and  interested  in  the  development.  It  labored  hard  on  its  studies  and 
extra-curricula  activities,  hoping  to  add  laurels  to  the  crown  of  the  dear  old  high 
school.  The  cocoon  entertained  at  the  Junior-Senior  dance,  a  gala  affair.  Woodall 
Rose  was  chosen  to  conduct  its  journey  through  the  tenth  grade — A  journey  which 
liroved  .a  most  snceessful   one. 

During  the  l!):!(;-;!7  term  the  f.ist  developing  cocoon  was  led  by  John  Chambliss 
and  Mickey  Bennett.  It  took  p.art  in  debating  history  and  athletic  contests,  and  the 
dramatics  department  won  the  state  title  with  "The  Devil  Comes  to  Alcaraz."  The 
Blackbird  received  International  First  Place  award  and  was  recognized  as  a  news- 
paper of  high  achievement.  Student  government  was  divided  into  two  groups,  thus 
forming  a  consolidated  junior-senior  high  school.  To  close  a  happy  year,  the 
cocoon  was  host  at  a  dance. 


Thirty 
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As  time  went  by,  the  chrysalis  started  coming  out  of  the  stage  of  darkness  into  the 
liglit  of  understanding.  President  Nell  Speight,  along  witli  Miss  Virginia  Baird, 
Miss  Ferrell,  Mrs.  Emmy  Fountain,  Mrs.  Margaret  Thigpen  and  Miss  Hazel  Griffin, 
guided  it  to  the  end  of  the  path ;  while  it  kept  up  its  good  work  and  a  high  scholastic 
rating.  For  the  first  time  in  school  historj'  the  football  team  won  the  Eastern 
Championship.  Physical  development  was  emphasized  with  the  completion  of  the 
gymnasium,  and  the  cocoon  expanded  into  an  addition  to  the  building.  The  senior 
guidance  plans  and  the  broadcasting  studio  were  successful  projects.  Thfe  cocoon 
soon  felt  important  because  of  certain  privileges  granted  in  order  to  show  its  superi- 
ority. In  the  spring  the  pupa  rattled  busily  making  plans  for  ending  its  school  life 
cyilf.  'I'lir  Hi-Noc-Ar,  a  senior  aMiuial.  was  pulilislicd.  Aliout  this  time  a  dis- 
covery was  iiiaik the  cocoon  liad  burst  its  shell  1      To  celeliratr  the  fact,  graduation 

exercises  were  declared  in  order. 

So,  after  five  years  of  ])reparation.  a  inoiiareh  huttri-Hy  comes  forth  triunipliant. 
unfolds  its  wings  and  Hits  forth  with  new  worlds  to  conijuer !
